The informant was well acquainted with Kramer from 1928 to 1932 and 
states that the^amily name was originally KRIM5KY (ph) but was changed to 
KRAMER by EMILY™.AMERji fath er. EMILY OHVE KRAIIER lived at 201li Wightman St, 
PittsburghTRa¥ l I recalls that KRAMER was vevj strongly Communist- 

minded in higMschool and that this was generally recognized. It was obvious 
through her tjf^es in English and the ideas she expressed in History and I 

Civics class^,\ 

Upon KRAMER'S graduation from high school she took a degree 
in Journalism at Carnegie Institute Of Technology, Thereafter Kramer was em¬ 
ployed in New YorkCity on a publication for high school students known as 
"SCHOLASTIC", 


She lived at'237 E, iSth St., New York City, and in about 1938 
she .married her high school classmate PHILIP MORRISON, and it is thought they 
lived for a short time in Pittsburgh, then moved to California. PHILIP MORRISON, 
taught school. In about 1939 they moved to It08 S. Goodwin St., Apt 1, Urbana, 
Illinois, where PHILIP MORRISON was connected with ’the Physics Department at 
the University of Illihpis. Later he was connected with the Physics Depart¬ 
ment at the University of Chicago. They resided at 5ll8 S. Blackstone St., 
Chicago, Illinois, MORRISON now has his Doctorate in Physics and his wife 
worked for the SCOTT FORESMAN PUBLISHING,CO., Chicago, from August 19Ulj. to 



December of the same year.

PHI UP MORRISON, and a review of; the references reflects that all the 
information con cerning.him was summarized in ythe report of Special Agent 
L New York, January 27, 19ll7j in the CINRAD case, page 3, 
par. 1. This information is being set out^ere for the benefit of the 
Albany Office, which offipe did not recei^ a copy of this report. 

" In the New York Herald Tribune ol^ovember 3, there was reported, in 
full a speech given during the previous week at the Herald Tribiine Forum 
by Prof. Philip Morrison of Cornell University, The Herald Tribune Forum. , 
was held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel and numerous prominent individuals 
spoke on present world problems in which they were regarded as experts. 
Morrison's field was that of science and Atomic Energy, Summarized, 
Morrison's speech is as follows; He started off by quoting a Japanese 
scientist as having stated to him following the dropping of the Atomic Bomb 
in Japan, .'You people are wonderful. We performed those experiments on . 
rats, whereas you perform them on humans.'1 MORRISON then decries'the delay 
in the demobilization of science and the continued subsidization of scienti¬ 
fic research which limits reserach to specified subject in which the 
subsidizing government agency is interested. He states scientists prefer 
research without defihed objectives because attainment of an objective 
usually mearis" the probably end of financial support by the government .
